The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not show or render obvious a motor-driven power steering apparatus with 
specific drive gear ranges for the drive gears teeth, module, tooth depth, pressure angle 
and torsion angle which are all based on a predetermined special theory.
